The solution of the drainage, flood harnessing, water conserv- 
ation and water-power developing problems in the great central 
valley of the country calls for the highest order of constructive 


statesmanship. 


The demand for water power is now so great that 


even Niagara Falls are menaced by those who seek it in the fur- 
therance of industrial production. 
power goes to waste annually in the Mississippi valley alone. 
There is potential, unharnessed, hydro-electric power in the 
Mississippi valley sufficient to meet the needs of the nation through 
hundreds of years, and the means for the development of this 
power, according to many competent authorities, might be obtained 
from the revenues of land that could be reclaimed by a government 


system of flood control. 


And yet untold water horse- 


More than this, flood control would make 


possible an even depth of channels in the great rivers of the middle 
west, and this in turn would bring about 
waterway navigation, and probably a tremendous reduction in the 
cost of foodstuff transportation and distribution. 

It is because of the great things floodwater control will bring 
about for the people, because of the competition it will encourage, 
because of the effect it will have upon entrenched monopolies, and 
not because it will ‘‘take money from the treasury’’ that it is now 
so unanimously and so bitterly opposed by certain interests and

N order that all citizens in every part of California may se- 
eure equal advantages in the conservation of public health, 
the California State Board of Health proposes the enact- 
ment of a law providing for the formation of six health 

districts, covering the entire state, the health affairs of each dis- 
triet to be in charge of a state health officer, who would be con- 
stantly in touch with local health officers and would assist and 
direct them in the enforcement of the state health laws and the 
regulations of the State Board of Health. At the time of epidemics 
he would take charge of control measures and decide whether the 


more highly specialized experts of the board were needed. 


He 


would inspect the sanitary conditions of cities and rural districts, 


order the correction of insanitary conditions, act as local field rep- 


resentative for various bureaus of the board, and bring about more 


nearly complete disease and birth registration. 
He would consult with local communities relative to the need 
for the enactment and enforcement of health ordinances. He would 


come quickly to the assistance of a health officer when a consulta- 


tion is needed relative to diagnosis and control measures in out- 


breaks of communicable disease, such as infantile paralysis, sear- 


let fever, diptheria and smallpox.

Mr. Luce sees a legislative rem- 
edy only in a general movement, na- 
tional or internatinal, for the sub- 
stitution of a multiple standard of 
exchange instead of gold. He admits 
that there are certain commodities 
such as coal that are susceptible to 
governmental control, that there is 
much waste in food distribution, and 
it was with this in mind that he ob- 
tained the unanimous indorsement 
in New York on Thursday evening 
by the officials of New York, New 
Jersey, Rhode Island and Vermont, 
of the following resolution: 

“Whereas, many of the problems

“The bankers, merchants and poli- 
ticians of the world will awake some 
day to the folly of using a fluctuat- 
ing metal as a value for exchange. 


To understand the mischief which 
such a standard’ has wrought, we 
have only to look at this fact. A 


dollar placed on interest in a sav- 
ings bank in 1896, even with its ac- 
cumulations of compound interest 
added, has less purchasing power ‘to- 
day than it had 20 years ago. If 
|every one who spoke of the high 
cost of living would substitute the 
expression ‘the increase in the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar,’ it 





would convey a much clearer idea of 
the present istuation, It is estimated 
that the loss in the purchasing pow- 
er of the savings bank deposits dur- 
ing the past five years is enor- 
mous, although our such deposits to- 
day total $5,000,000,000 

“The heaviest burden for this loss 
in the purchasing power of the dol- 
lar falls upon those whose salaries 
are fixed by custom, such as _ profes- 
sional men. Such persons have 
found it very difficult to adjust 
themselves to the lowering of the 
value of the dollar. Our commis- 
sion will continue its investigations, 
and [ am sure that the trip to New 
York will prove of great value.”

TELLS NEW WAYS TO PUT UP 
VARIED FRUITS AND 


VEGETABLES

Farm Canning,’ written by W. V.

od is merely the addition of a_ lit- 
tle acid to the liquid in which the 
vegetables are canned. He has 
proved, for example, that peas keep 
perfectly after being theated to 212 
deg. F. in a brine containing five 
ounces of lemon juice to every gal- 
lon, while peas heated in the same 
brine without lemon-juice spoil, The 
same resutls have been obtained 
with beans, pumpkins, beets,  tur- 
nips, artichokes, and asparagus, 

Great quantities of fruits and veg- 
letables go to waste every year on 
the farms of California, or are sold 
at prices which return little profit, 
says Professor Cruess He points 
out the opportunity the farm jhouse 
hold has to find a local market for 
|/home products of this kind at profit- 
able prices, to the benefit of farmer 
and consumer alike, 

When canned fruits or vegetables 
spoil, says Professor Cruess, it is 
because of the growth of one of 
three different groups of miscro- 
scopic vegetable organisms—such | 
as the blue-green molds of spoiled 
fruits, the yeasts familiar in bread 
making, and the bacteria found in} 
the cum and “mother” of vinegar. 
None of these organisms ever arise 
from non-living matter, so if all the 
germs can be killed by heat and the 
air be kept out, neither mold, yeast, 
nor bacteria will cause spoiling. 

The molds and yeasts are quick- 
ly killed at teemperature below the 
boiling point of water, but the bac- 
terias on vegetables are astonishinly 
jresistant to heat. Often they can 
istand the temperature of boiling 
water for an hour or more-—but with 


the use of lemon juice this problem

The flavor and texture of fresh 
fruits can be much better retained 
lif they are canned at low tempera-
